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CHAPTER 685.

AN ACT to create section 1569—23 of the statutes, relating to
the sale of non-intoxicating beverages as defined in chapter
556, of the laws of 1919, and providing a penalty.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in Senaie and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTION 1. A new section is added to the statutes to read:
Section 1569—23. 1. No person shall sell, vend, or traffic in fer-
mented malt or vinous non-intoxicating beverages as defined in
chapter 556, laws of 1919, without a permit as provided in said
act, the minimum fee for which shall be fifty dollars. All such
permits shall be issued by the town, village or city clerks and
shall designate the premises for which such permit is granted and
shall expire on the first day of July next after their issuanece.

2. The provisions of subsections 5 and 7 of section 1548 and
sections 1548m, 1557, 1557a, 1557m, 1557Tn, 15570, 1564, 1565d,
1565dd, 15651 to 15651, inclusive, and 1566 to 1569, inclusive, of
chapter 66, statutes of Wisconsin, 1917, anything in chapter 556,
laws of 1919, to the contrary notwithstanding are hereby revived
and continued in full force and effect and made applicable so far
as consistent with the provisions of said chapter 556, laws of 1919,
to the granting of permits for the sale of fermented malt and
vinous non-intoxicating beverages under the provisions of said
chapter 556, laws of 1919,

3. Any person violating any of the provisions of this section
shall upon conviction be punished as provided by section 1569—
19 of chapter 556, laws of 1919, unless otherwise specifically pro-
vided in the sections herein revived, and his permit may be forth-
with revoked in the discretion of the court.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect on the sixteenth day of
January, 1920, after passage and publication, and continue in
foree and effect as long as chapter 556, laws of 1919, is in foree
and effect.
